life the price of his work of faith. 

Nearly two hundred years ago Voltaire, the arch critic of his ag^, 
declared that in a hundred years the Bible would be forgotten 
but when a century had passed the very house in which he wrote 
that prophecy was packed full of Bibles, the depository of the 

Geneva Bible Society. . . 

The press upon which Tom Paine’s Age of Reason was printed 
was afterwards used to publish the very Scriptures which Tom 

Paine sought to destroy. . . 

As you well know, The American Bible Society is ]ust now cel- 

ebrating the completion of the Miles Coverdale translation of the 
English Bible. This was accomplished in the year of B * 

October 5. Hence we now commemorate four hundred years of th 

En§ Our nation’s richest heritage is the word of God; the founders 
of our great Republic built its superstructure upon the word of 
God The Supreme Court of this Republic has declared this to be 
a Christian nation; that the Pilgrim Fathers built the superstructure 
upon the Bible. What greater confirmation do we need for 
wider dissemination and public uses? # . . 

Your colporteur has engaged in many laudable ways in help g 
distribute and making available this wide dissemination of the 

Bible. 
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One illustration will suffice for this report: on one hot summer 
day, at the invitation of the chaplain of the State Penitentiary, 
your colporteur visited that institution, visiting some seven of the 
ten camps, making an address to the inmates at each camp, dis- 
tributing one hundred and seventy Bibles to be placed at each 
camp with a librarian and loaned to the inmates at the discretion 
of the chaplain. It will interest the men of this State to learn that 
there are thirty-five hundred inmates, that the illiterates are being 
taught to read, that of this number twenty-five hundred have been 
using the word of God as a text book. 

This visit was a revealing experience for your corporteur. Our 
annual visits and donations to the Seaman’s Bethel, the Salvation 
Army, St. Mark’s Mission, the Memorial Mercy Home, are annual 
events looked forward to with satisfaction and pleasure. We heart- 
ily commend the work of the American Bible Society, and request 
of our presiding Bishop to reappoint our present colporteur, W. B. 
Van Valkenburgh as the Louisiana colporteur for the American 
Bible Society for another year.

He 
was continued as agent for the same. 

C. F. Bohmfalk made the motion and George Deaton seconded 
the same, that we still continue to hold the Ruterville Church prop- 
erty with the plan of making it a Memorial of Early Methodism for 
our Unified Methodism. Motion prevailed. 

The Chairman reported that the Eighth Street Church of New 
Orleans had met the requirement and that they had received a 
check of $500.00 to complete their church improvement. 

A motion made by H. C. Leonard and seconded by C. F. Bohm- 
falk authorized the Chairman and Secretary of our Board of Trus- 
tees of the Southern Conference to convey to the Commissioners of 
Atascosa County, Texas a twenty foot right of way on their farm 
in Fashing, Texas for widening a road. Motion prevailed. 

C. F. Schmidt of Brenham spoke to the Board concerning the 
District parsonage and reported that the deed contained a clause 
stipulating that the property would revert back to the trustees of 
the Fourth Street Church, Brenham, when it ceases to be used for 
a District parsonage.

EVANGELISM COMMITTEE 

The Church has greatly and sufficiently stressed the importance 
of a fitting observance of John Wesley’s Aldersgate experience, 
which, we believe, created a new favorable atmosphere, even a 
desire for a great spiritual awakening within her boundaries. A 
greater enthusiasm for personal soul-winning activities has made 
itself manifest throughout the church. The messengers in the pul- 
pit spoke with a deeper conviction that inactive members of the 
Church can be reclaimed, that the lost can be found and won to 
Christ if the entire Church, members and ministry, is once again 
motivated by a passion for souls to be won to Christ and His life 
of peace, joy and brotherhood. 

At the same time we are aware of the great danger that the 
evangelistic glow and its inevitable effectiveness, which has been 
clearly in evidence in our own Conference during the past year, 
will dwindle down to a minimum level as the Aldersgate observance 
becomes a matter of history. The gains of the past year, fruits 
of evangelistic efforts and emphases, will amount to little save as 
we cause them to serve as stepping stones to greater gains in the 
future. 

Therefore, the Church must now, more than ever before, dis- 
cover herself in need of a great advance, and thus to be a great 
forward moving Church, a Church moving out into the highways 
and byways to find the lost and the confused and to love them back 
into the fold of God. 

We therefore recommend the following to the Churches of this

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PREACHER’S AID SOCIETY 

Dear Brethren: 

I herewith submit to you the annual report of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society. 

At the close of last year’s annual Conference, a called meeting 
of the Executive Committee was held for the purpose of considering 
the advisability of purchasing the Brenham District parsonage prop- 
erty, and also to consider the matter of a loan to the San Juan 
Church property. Neither item was consummated during the year. 

A special meeting of the Executive Committee was held in Oc- 
tober, 1938, for the purpose of a special study of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society in relation to Unification. Before that matter was 
discussed at length, a few other items of business received attention. 

Acting upon a resolution of two years ago, and after a report 
from the President on the financial status of the loan to the Oak- 
wood Methodist Church, Houston, Texas, it was unanimously agreed 
to settle for all back interest on the basis of 1 % . A sale of the 
Society’s equity in the Blinn legacy at Waco, Texas, was authorized. 
The ten-acre Crail Estate tract at Alice, Texas, was leased for rice 
planting at $2.50 per acre. It was found that the investment in 
real estate netted a fair return on all of the property. 

Because of the Unification plans, the Treasurer was instructed 
to write all borrowers to be prepared, on brief notice, to liquidate 
their loans. 

The Treasurer, Rev. C. F. Bohmfalk, attended a meeting of the 
representatives of the several Preacher’s Aid Societies of the various 
Conferences at Chicago, 111., and made his report to the Executive 
Committee. After his report the Committee deliberated on the 
status of the Society under the readjustment in Unification. In 
view of the fact that the Southern Conference will possibly be 
divided between five or six Conferences in the final adjustment, 
the question naturally arises, what will become of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society when the Conference is dissolved? After much de- 
liberation, it was voted that the President and Treasurer be in- 
structed to secure the opinion of a competent attorney in regard 
to the final disposition of the Endowment Fund of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society. 

The opinion of the attorney was read and discussed at the 
annual meeting. After due deliberation and the counsel of Bishop 
J. Ralph Magee and Dr. Chas. L. Calkins, representative of the 
Board of Pensions and Relief, it was decided, upon motion of John 
Deschner, to refer the matter back to the Executive Committee for 
further study and the Committee is to report its findings to the 
Conference after the Uniting Conference shall have met next April.

SOCIAL SERVICE COMMITTEE 

Evangelism is incomplete and spirituality is but a high type 
of sentimentality unless they result in an alert, keen and intelligent 
social conscience in the individual and the Church. The Christian 
cannot heedlessly pass by on the other side while millions for whom 
Christ died are threatened with imminent destruction of physical, 
moral and spiritual fiber by the ravages of poverty, disease, crime, 
enforced idleness, alcoholism, base morals, and that Prince of De- 
stroyers, War. 

Widespread poverty and its concomitants, preventable disease and 
crime, are impossible paradoxes where abundance, intelligence and 
real Christianity exist. We have the abundance, we believe we are 
intelligent — we are confident that the attainment of a more ade- 
quate sustenance for all simply awaits the' application of the Chris- 
tian spirit to the economic order. It is not within our province 
to prescribe specific techniques for this attainment but we may 
confidently set forth the principle that a genuine consideration of 
the welfare of others must at least supplement, direct, and control 
the acquisitive instinct in a just social order. And only where 
there is justice can there be peace and plenty. 

We heartily endorse recent progressive steps toward the social 
security of our people taken by our government in caring for the 
needs of the unemployed and the aged, and seeking the establish- 
ment of reasonable wages and hours for workers. In view of the 
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widespread untreated illness and high infant and maternal mor- 
tality rates among low income groups we commend the motive 
prompting the present efforts to assure adequate provision of the 
health needs of these people. 

We strongly urge that proper steps be taken to assure the 
stability of agriculture and the economic security of our great farm 



population. ^ 

The crime bill of our nation runs into billions of dollars an- 

nually and entails immeasurable moral and spiritual waste. Our 
prisons are filled with our youth. These facts should give us grave 
concern. The lack of opportunity for productive endeavor, excessive 
leisure with little wholesome provision for its use, and the break- 
down of the home are large factors in the development of this 
condition. Investigations have revealed that 60% of juvenile de- 
linquents come from broken homes. 

The large role the home plays in the moulding of character 
is not surprising when we learn that the child in the six most 
formative years of his life spends in effective contact with the 
home the equivalent of forty-eight years in school. He finds m 
his home his first school, first church, and first social contacts. 
Here he forms lasting concepts of what a man should be, what a 
woman should be, what marriage should be, how he should deal 
with others, and what attitudes toward life he should have. 

We believe that we cannot too strongly urge the strengthening 
and Christianizing of this fundamental social institution and we 
press the right of every child born into the world to be wanted 
by parents who can give him a taintless heredity and a fair chance 
in life. 

We as Methodists reaffirm our historic position of relentless 
opposition to the destructiveness of the traffic in beverage alcohol. 
The repeal of the 18 th amendment intensified rather than cured this 
evil. Thousands of men, women and children have been slaught- 
ered on our highways by drunken drivers. The drunken pedestrian 
is fast becoming no less a menace. We call upon our pastors and 
people to prosecute intensive and intelligent programs of temper- 
ance education, using materials that are scientifically sound and 
psychologically suitable, and to use every proper and promising 
means for the mitigating of this great evil. 

Gambling, in spite of its known unwholesome economic and 
moral effects, has become a craze. In various guises it has in- 
sidiously crept into respectable circles, even into the Church. In 
many places if our Christian people were to cease patronizing 
theatre bank nights and other lotteries they would have to close 
down. Something of the dullness of the Christian conscience on 
this subject may be judged by the vigilance that is necessary to 
keep games of chance out of the financial program of Church 
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organizations. In this matter the Church should avoid even the 
appearance of evil; a principle is involved, not a question of the 
amount ventured or the nobility of the cause benefitted. There is 
no essential difference between a Church raffle and a common dice 
game. 

War is utterly destructive. It is the greatest social sin of 
modern times; a denial of the ideals of Christ; a violation of human 
personality; and a threat to civilization. If civilization is to endure, 
the causes of tensions which produce wars must be discovered and 
eradicated, and pacific means for the settlement of difficulties be- 
tween nations once they arise, must be devised. It is evident that 
the fundamental factors that provoke wars are inequalities of eco- 
nomic opportunities among the nations, competition for internation- 
al trade, which is complicated by varying standards of living in 
the competing nations, and racial antipathy. We urge the calling 
of an economic international conference for the purpose of securing 
a more intelligent and just distribution of natural resources and 
for the purpose of removing all dangerous barriers to international 
trade. 

In a world of sharply conflicting political ideologies we declare 
ourselves for democracy. We propose to resist every form of dic- 
tatorship whether it comes from the left of Communism or the 
right of Fascism. We will make every effort to maintain demo- 
cratic government, and to retain those great guarantees of freedom 
which have been written into the constitution of the United States 
and the other great democratic constitutions of the world, because 
the truth that makes men free cannot be proclaimed and practiced 
in states wherein freedom itself is destroyed. 

The Church, its people and leadership must accept the challenge 
of these difficult days and with a firm conviction that the Kingdom 
of God on earth is the only “ism” that can cure the personal and 
social ills of man, launch into an aggressive program of enlistment 
and advance trusting in the change that the grace of God can work 
in human lives.

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REPORT OF THE WORLD SERVICE COMMITTEE 

After duly considering the World Service giving of our Churches 
during the past year your Committee recommends that we express 
our appreciation for the splendid response that our people gave to 
our World Service program of the past year. 

We would express our appreciation to Bishop J. Ralph Magee 
for his deeply helpful message on the five points of the Million 
Unit Fellowship Movement, delivered on November 3rd. 

After due consideration we make the following further recom- 

mendations: 

1. That we accept the 1,343 units suggested by our Chicago 
office as our apportionment for the ensuing year. 

2. That the District Superintendents and pastors take special 
cognizance of this matter, giving due consideration to its major 
part in the Church program. 

3. That every Church handle its World Service moneys through 
a special Treasurer separate from all other funds. 

4. That our pastors present our various benevolent enterprises 
to their congregations in their diversified interests as recognized 
in our great World Service program, believing that better enlight- 
ened congregations will contribute more largely. 

5. That Missionary Sunday be set aside by every pastor in his 
year’s program for special missionary emphasis. An appeal to the 
heart accomplishes more than an appeal to the pocket book.

PORT ARTHUR COLLEGE PROPERTY 

By order of the Annual Conference the following paragraph from 
the report of the Board of Education, as printed in the Journal of 
1931, page 41, paragraph 3, is hereby reprinted. 

“The property will revert back to the City of Port Arthur if 
at any time it ceases to be used for school purposes. This does not 
apply to the small property on which the President’s residence is 
located. This particular piece of land and the residence thereon, 
known as the Stearn property, were purchased by the general Board 
of Education out of its own funds and will revert to the Board of 
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Education if it ceases to be used as the President’s home for a going 
educational institution in Port Arthur. In carrying out the agree- 
ment with Mrs. Gates it becomes necessary for the Board of Ed- 
ucation to establish from its own funds a trust fund amounting to 
$23,854.17 If the college is discontinued, this sum will revert 
to the permanent funds of the Board of Education, since it repre- 
sents practically in its entirety unallocated trust funds belonging 
to the Board. It can be said as a whole, therefore, that in the 
event of the discontinuance of Port Arthur College at any future 
date, there will be nothing to transfer to any enterprise within 
the bounds of the Conference.” 

The above paragraph is a quotation from a report from the 
General Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 



RESOLUTION FROM THE CABINET 

We recognize that the approaching union of the three Meth- 
odisms will create some very serious administrative adjustments, 
which will require experienced administration. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Southern Conference request 
the Presiding Bishop to re-appoint R. L. Weldon to the Brenham 
District in keeping with Paragraph 6 75, Section 2, Discipline of 
193 6; and under the following stipulations: 

1. R. L. Weldon shall continue on the Brenham District until 
if/and/or when there shall have been a suitable adjustment made 
by the Bishop and Cabinets of the overlapping Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, and with the approval of the 
Bishop responsible for this Southern Conference, so that R. L. 
Weldon shall not feel he is called upon for too great a sacrifice. 

2. That this Southern Conference hereby authorizes the Res- 
ident Bishop to reduce the number of Districts to two in accordance 
with Paragraph 6 74, Section 2, if/and/or when the provisions in the 
above Paragraph (1) are coincident. 

3. If/and/or when the number of Districts is reduced to two, 
the Residential or Presiding Bishop is requested to name them both 
by Texas designations so that the future absorption of the District 
Superintendents shall fall within the Texas Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South. 
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RESOLUTION IN REGARD TO MERGERS 

The Discipline of 19 3 6 provides in Paragraph 102 8 that “Wher- 
ever by reason of the * * * changing character of the community 
or population which the Church is intended to serve, or wherever 
by reason of the overlapping of fields of service in the same terri- 
tory by Evangelical denominations, it shall seem desirable or neces- 
sary to discontinue or abandon such location, etc.” 

The District Superintendent must call the District Board of 
Church Location and Building to investigate and report their judg- 
ment as to the advisability of abandoning the property. With a 
favorable report of the Committee and the consent of the majority 
of the District Superintendents the Resident Bishop and a two- 
thirds vote of the Conference, the property may be sold by the local 
Board of Trustees, and the proceeds placed with the Trustees of 
the Annual Conference. 

The Discipline provides: “The disposition of the sale of any 
abandoned property coming within the provisions of Paragraph 1029 
may be made by the Annual Conference as in its judgment will best 
promote the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Con- 
ference concerned.” Paragraph 1029 says: “In all cases where 
church property is abandoned, or no longer used for the purpose 
originally designed, it shall be the duty of the Trustees,” etc. It 
then refers to the disposition of the proceeds of sale as in the former 
paragraph. 

Due to the union of the two Methodisms at Norhill, Houston, 
it seems wise that the Methodist Episcopal property be abandoned 
and the proceeds be utilized in building a new building for the 
combined churches; be it resolved by the Southern Conference, 
that if, and/or when the District Board of Church Location has 
submitted a favorable report and a majority of the District Super- 
intendents and the Resident Bishop have given their consent in 
writing to the Secretary of the Annual Conference, this Conference 
now gives authority to the Trustees of Norhill Church to sell their 
property and deposit the proceeds thereof with the Conference Trus- 
tees. This Southern Annual Conference further authorizes the 
Trustees of this Conference to loan the total amount of the net 
proceeds to the said united Church at Norhill, Houston, with the 
understanding that if and/or when the Uniting Conference which 
convenes April 26, 1939, has furnished the necessary legal steps 
for the consummation of the union of properties, the’ said loan shall 
be cancelled and the money become the property of the said Norhill 
United Church.

RESOLUTION IN REGARD TO TEXAS WESLEYAN FUND 

WHEREAS, Texas Wesleyan Academy, formerly Texas Wesleyan 
College, located in the city of Austin, Texas, was originally organ- 
ized and operated as a Methodist school under the ownership and 
direction of the Southern Swedish Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church until said Southern Swedish Conference united 
with and became a part of the Southern Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church; and, 

WHEREAS, since the union of said Conference, said Texas 
Wesleyan Academy has been a Methodist educational institution of 
said Conference, which has been operated by the Board of Trustees 
of Texas Wesleyan Academy, a corporation, incorporated under and 
by virtue of the laws of the State of Texas for educational purposes, 
in trust for the Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; and, 

WHEREAS, by authority of the Southern Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, said corporation, as trustee for said 
Conference, sold and conveyed to the University of Texas, for the 
sum of $135,000.00, the real and physical properties belonging to 
the said Texas Wesleyan Academy, and since at this time no aca- 
demic school is being conducted by said corporation, and, 

WHEREAS, the amount of money belonging to the Conference 
and in the hands of the Texas Wesleyan Academy, a corporation, 
is insufficient to establish and maintain a creditable institution of 
higher learning, it is deemed advisable that since said funds orig- 
inally were donated and created as a Methodist educational fund, 
the same should be donated or allocated to a well-established Meth- 
odist college institution, to the end that said funds would, in the 
future, continue to contribute to the advancement of the educational 
program of the Unified Methodist Church; and, 

WHEREAS, the Methodist Episcopal Church, of which the 
Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church constitutes 
a part, will, in the Spring of 19 39, unite with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South and the Methodist Protestant Church under 
the unification program that has been adopted by the Methodist- 
Episcopal Church, the Methodist Episcopal Church South and the 
Methodist Protestant Church, so as to form one denomination or 
church in such a manner and to the extent that the Southern 
Conference of .the Methodist Episcopal Church will not any longer 
exist; and, 

WHEREAS, all of the church and educational interests of the 
Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church at said 
time will pass to and become a part of the Unified Church; and, 
since we assume this will be the last Annual Conference to be held 
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by the Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, it 
is deemed advisable that the affairs of the said Texas Wesleyan 
Academy be placed in the hands of a board or agency, with full 
power and authority to wind up the affairs of said college and make 
permanent disposition and allocation of the funds belonging to 
such institution; and, 

WHEREAS, under the discipline of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Chicago, 111., is the regularly constituted agency to supervise and 
handle the educational affairs of the church, it is appropriate that 
the Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church del- 
egate to such board power and authority to assume control and 
possession of all money, notes, property and other things of value 
belonging to said Texas Wesleyan Academy, and to make permanent 
disposition and allocation of said funds, as is hereinafter directed, 
conferring upon such board full power and authority to sell and 
dispose of any or all of the property, real, personal and mixed, 
belonging to the Texas Wesleyan Academy, and to grant and give 
the same to The Texas Wesleyan College of Fort Worth, Texas, a 
Methodist educational institution, under such conditions and lim- 
itations as is herein set forth; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That the Trustees of the 
Texas Wesleyan Academy, a corporation, be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and directed to deliver to the Board of Education of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, of Chicago, 111., upon its demand, 
all money, notes, real property, personal property, and other things 
of value in said corporation’s hands belonging to Texas Wesleyan 
Academy, and to execute and deliver to said Board of Education 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of Chicago, 111., or its order, 
all assignments, transfers, deeds of conveyance and other instru- 
ments necessary to pass the title to all of said property to said 
Board. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the Board of Education 

of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of Chicago, 111., be, and it is 
hereby, authorized and empowered to demand and receive possession 
and title to all moneys, notes, real and personal property, and other 
things of value, now in the hands of the Board of Trustees of Texas 
Wesleyan Academy, a corporation, incorporated under and by virtue 
of the laws of the State of Texas, and to demand and enforce from 
said Board of Trustees full and detailed report and accounting from 
said Trustees of all moneys and properties of every kind and char- 
acter that have come into their hands or that may now be in their 
possession. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the Board of Education 

of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of Chicago, 111., be, and it is 
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hereby, authorized and directed to sell, prior to the completion of 
the unification of the Methodist Churches above referred to, all of 
the real and personal property now in the name of and in the 
possession of the Texas Wesleyan Academy for such consideration 
and upon such terms as to it may seem advantageous, and to ex- 
ecute and deliver deeds, acquittances, transfers and all other neces- 
sary instruments to pass the legal title of such property to the 
purchasers thereof. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That said Board of Education, 

of Chicago, 111., be, and it is hereby, authorized, empowered and 
directed to make permanent disposition of the funds, notes and 
assets, after the sale of the property, to the Trustees of the Texas 
Wesleyan College of Fort Worth, Texas, to be held in trust by 
said Trustees and to be known as the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional Fund, the interest of said fund to be used for the education 
of the Methodist young people, preferably of the Southern Confer- 
ence or as it may seem advisable to said Trustees, in order to 
insure that such funds will be devoted to the furtherance of the 
higher educational interests of the Unified Church. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That said Board of Education, 

of Chicago, 111., be, and it is hereby, authorized and empowered to 
appoint a Board of three (3) trustees, members of the Southern 
Conference, to carry out and complete the will of the Southern 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as expressed and 
directed in this resolution, in case said Board is unable to con- 
summate the same prior to the date when the unification of the 
Methodist Churches will become complete. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the Board of Education, 

of Chicago, 111., be, and it is hereby, authorized, instructed and 
empowered’ to do any and all things necessary or requisite to carry 
out and accomplish the purpose of this resolution, whether or not 
the same is specifically herein stipulated; and the delegation of 
specific powers herein is not to be construed as a limitation on 
the power and authority of said Board to do any other act or thing 
necessary to carry out the win of the Southern Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, as herein directed.

OTTO ANDERSON 



Reverend Otto Anderson was born June 3 0, 1852, in Smaland, 
Sweden, and departed this life at Austin, Texas, Sunday, March 20, 
1938, at the age of 85 years, 9 months and 10 days. He came to 
America and Chicago, 111., when 16 years of age, where shortly 
after his arrival he was converted and united with the First Swedish 
Methodist Church. In the year of 18 76 he returned to Stockholm, 
Sweden, to study for the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
After completing his studies at the Theological Seminary in Stock- 
holm, he came to America the second time, this time to Worcester, 
Mass., where he organized the First Swedish Methodist Church of 
that city. During the active years of his ministry he served the 
following churches i Galva, 111., Creston, la., San Fiancisco, Calif., 
Gardner, Boston, Springfield and Rockport, Mass. In 19 05 he 
came to Texas to serve the Manda church, but because of failing 
health asked for superannuated relation at the Conference of 19 07 
and has since made his home in Austin, Texas. For a period of 
two years he assisted the late Reverend J. F. Sarner of Galveston 
in his work at the Seaman’s Bethel, and for shorter periods of time 
he supplied churches whenever necessary. In 1914 he was united 
in marriage to Mrs. Mary Ann Swenson of Hutto, and together they 
have been happy and faithful members of Central Church at Austin. 

The funeral services were held from Central Church, Austin, 
and were conducted by the Reverend W. O. Schulze. The remains 
of this noble servant of God rest in a cemetery at Round Rock, 
Texas, while his spirit is forever with the Lord.

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OSCAR W. JOHNSON 



The Rev. Oscar W. Johnson was born at Nysund, in the province 
of Nerike, Sweden, March 13, 18 6 8. At twenty years of age he 
moved to New York, 188 8, and only a few years later we find him 
at the Swedish Seminary, Evanston, 111., preparing himself for the 
ministry in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

While in school he served two charges, West Pullman, 111., and 
Hobart, Ind. Upon his graduation, 189 6, he was appointed as pas- 
tor to Dover, N. J., and for several years following he served dif- 
ferent charges in the Eastern Swedish Conference: New Haven, 
Conn., 1898-1902; Lowell, Mass., 1902-07; Battery, N. Y., 1907-08; 
Providence, R. I., 1908-16; and Boston, Mass., 1916-20. From 
the latter charge he was appointed to Decker, Texas, and after six 
years there served consecutively the pastorates of Lyford and Brady, 
until he was granted the retired relation to our Conference in 193 5. 

Brother Johnson passed rather suddenly to his reward December 
4, 193 7, the funeral services being held in Lyford on December 6th, 
with the Superintendent of the District, the Rev. L. J. Rode, de- 
livering the principal address. Our brother leaves to mourn his 
passing the loyal helpmate during the last 25 years in the itinerancy, 
his beloved wife, two daughters and one son. 

O. W. Johnson was a good preacher. The writer first heard about 
him when he stood at the prime of his ministry as the pastor of 
our strong congregation in Providence, R. I., where he served very 
acceptably for eight years. Many were the fine testimonies about 
his pulpit work and his faithful pastoral services. He was gladly 
heard, and indeed beloved, by his members wherever he served.

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REV. JULIUS E. URBANTKE 



Rev. Julius E. Urbantke was born in Bielitz Schlessin-Osterreich 
September 29, 1849, and died November 27, 193 7, in the home of 
his son, Otto, near Copperas Cove, Texas. In 1860 he came with 
his parents to America and made his home near Milheim, Austin 
County. Soon after their arrival the family became acquainted 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. In 1868, he united with the 
above mentioned church at Industry, after a most glorious heart 
experience, which never lacked in its glow. Because of his personal 
experience, and being a very talented young man, the Quarterly 
Conference of his church licensed Bro. Urbantke as a local preacher. 
After several years he felt the call to serve his Master and the church 
of his choice, as minister. Rev. Urbantke was received on probation 
in the Southern German Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1877. For 28 years he preached “The Christ and Him 
Crucified.” He was a fearless preacher of the Gospel in his day 
and time, because of his fearlessness it was his privilege of leading 
many souls to Christ during his splendid ministry. 

He served the following charges of his Conference: Giddings, 
Seguin and Schumansville, Llano, Paige, Lexington, Industry, Perry. 
In 189 8 Bro. Urbantke took a supernumerary relation for four years. 
Thereafter he re-entered the active rank of the ministry for another 
six years, at which time he served Copperas Cove, Ballinger and 
Leon. In 19 08 he entered the supernumerary relation a second 
time,* remaining in this relation until 1913 when his Conference 
granted him the well earned retired relation. However, this did 
not stop his activities in his home church or wherever his help 
was needed. Rev. Urbantke took a very active part in writing the 
history of the former Southern German Conference, for he was 
well posted in its history, since he knew it personally from its very 
beginning. 

On September 12, 1877, Rev. Julius E. Urbantke was married 
to Miss Sophie Kneese. Together they served the Lord and found 
great pleasure in the ministry of their church. For sixty years they 
had the privilege of sharing the joys and sorrows of their married 
life. Into this union eleven children were born of which one child 
preceded the father in death. 

Bro. Urbantke had the misfortune to fall on November 21st. 
It was a beautiful Sunday morning and he had planned to attend 
the services. However, in the fall, his lower left limb near the hip 
was fractured. He suffered intense pain, yet he was resigned to 
his faith. He often expressed the desire that the Lord might call 
him home and thereby relieve him of the pain. Six days later the 
Bishop of his soul called this man of God to his eternal reward, 
attaining the ripe age of 88 years and two months less two days. 
His widow, four daughters, six sons and a host of grandchildren, 
great grandchildren and relatives survive him.

Mrs. Mathilde Frances Groth, wife of the late Rev. J. C. Groth, 
was born in Germany, September 29, 18 49, and died at Eddy, Texas, 
January 14, 19 3 8. In early life she migrated to this country not 
only to cast her lot with the American people, but also with the 
church and God’s people. She joined the Methodist Church in her 
younger years. Mrs. Groth was not merely a professed Christian, 
but she lived a very devoted and useful Christian life. She had a 
very definite spiritual experience, of which she always cheerfully 
gave testimony in word and deed. She knew Christ as her personal 
Savior. 

In the year 189 0 she was united with Rev. H. L. Kopenhagen 
in holy matrimony, with whom she lived in a happy union for only 
several months. Her husband answered the call to his Heavenly 
home and left to her motherly care his two children whose ages 
were 12 and 10. In her, God had provided for the two orphans a 
most wonderful loving mother. Most tenderly did she rear the 
children and trained them to walk in the Christian way, for which 
the son and daughter call her blessed. After she lived for 21 years 
the sacrificial and burdensome life of a needy widow, she was 
married a second time, and this time to a minister of the Southern 
Conference. It was in the year 1911 that she was married to Rev. 
J. C. Groth, who at the time was still an active member of the 
Southern Conference. She faithfully co-operated with her husband 
while serving two congregations as pastor. Since the year 1913 
she lived with him in the retired relation, residing in San Antonio, 
Texas, until the death of her husband in the year 19 32. 

A widow for a second time, she had a very comfortable home 
with her step-daughter in Pasadena, California, until last fall when 
she returned to Texas to live with her 9 2 year old sister. Shortly 
after her arrival her aged sister died and left her very lonesome 
and homesick for heaven. Her health began to fail rapidly and 
after four months she, too, was translated into the better and 
abiding home. Mrs. Groth died in triumphant faith. With her 
passing a noble and beautiful life came to an end, a life that was 
completely dedicated to the Lord and His service. She knew in 
whom she believed, and there was no fear in her soul when death 
came. She trusted Christ in life, she trusted Him in death. Her 
end was peace. 

The funeral service was in charge of Rev. H. M. Hopkins, who 
was assisted by Reverends J. W. A. Witt, Wm. Makowski, O. F. 
Kattner, and Walter L. Froehner. Burial took place near West,

Mrs Marie Homburg was born April 25, 1860, in Remda Thur- 
ingen, Germany. On January 16, 1880, she was united in marriage 
to Edward Zarth. This marriage was blessed with four children: 
Clara, Hanna, Alma, and Emma. Hanna, on November 10, 1898, 
preceded her parents in death. 

In the course of six years, after their marriage, they came to 
America and in May, 1886, arrived in San Antonio, Texas. Here 
they became members of the Evangelical Church. A few years 
later, in 189 2, they moved to Gonzales. During Rev. John Klein- 
knecht’s ministry, she united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Later her membership was transferred to the Monthalia charge. 

On May 6, 1900, her husband, Edward Zarth, died. She was 
again united in marriage February 4, 1908, to Rev. Herman Hom- 
burg This marriage was a very happy one. For seven years it 
was her privilege to stand faithfully at his side in the active min- 
istry, until 1916, when, because of ill health, he had to ask for the 
retired relationship.
